An Ancient City That Is Stilt Strte, 
and Fascineting.

For 2 thousand 
has boen a city. 


years it was ns ‘ree city of the em 
pire. It is not like those ancient 
towns which through centuries of 


strife. preserved their entity through 
being hnddiea near the base of some 
castie. It is not like those towns thai 
were protected by powerful princes, 
for it has maintained itself by ite 
own tnaided sturdiness If great 
barons came to Rothenburg they came 
© receive protection, not to give Ls 
or else they came to be entertain 
with the lavish open handedness tha@ 
made the city a place to which em 
perors themselves found pleasure iw 
resorting. 

By crusaders and pilgrims Rothen 
burg was held in affectionate regard, 
not only for its generous hospitulity 
but becaus, seen from the riter, of 
bore a striking resemblance to Jeru 
salem. But there was order in those 
times of turbulence, and its an old, 
old house used by Palestine’s pilgrims 
and still known as Pilg.ims’ House 
there is an ancient stone, bearin 
upon it an ancient carving of a h 
and a hatchet, with the ominous in 
ecription, “He who quarrels in thie 
house shall have his hand cut off.” 

Yet since those early days the tows 
has been comparatively forgotten, 
Even yet it has not become a haunt 
of the tourist and the traveler, ab 
though each year a few visitors resom 
there, bringing back tales of this city 
that out-Nurnbergs Nurnberg. It ie 
easily reached, being on a little 
branch line from the railway between 
Frankfort and Munich. 

It is a place where the sightseer 
cannot go wrong. for everywhere ie 
fascination.

Phere are now 15000 consolidated 
schools throughou: the US A. and 
though the first consolidated school 
in Canada wasestablished only tt

Consolidation had only bee 
prac icable in Alberta since last year 
oul oow there were three Consol 
dated schools, and che prob ibility of 
twen.y-live bey established 
througbout the Province betore the 
end ot this year.

personal property basis 

It was argued that vans would 
estail a lot of trouble for the child- 
ren, but in every rural school there] 
were some children had to walk 
several miles, and it was better to 
drive seven miles than walk three 
The furthest distance any child in 
the preposed district would hive to 
be driven was 744 miles. Experi- 
ence showed that the attendance of
